SUGGESTIONS FOR BEDROOMS. 


| Pho Pretty Idea of Enoch Room Having Ite 
Flower, 

These avo days when the labor of fur- 
| nishing a hor ecomes an artistic pleas- 
| ure, and the perfect harmonizing of car- 
| pots, wall papers, furniture and even 
bric. vac is by no means a difficult task. 
Honsewives have gono through with va- 
| rious crazes, such as the color rooms, the 
nations rooms, etc., and now comes the 
pretty idea of flower rooms, As explained 
mn the New York Tribune, cach bedroom 
jas its flower. The walls are covered 
with a paper on which is o design of the 
Jower. Tho bedspread, which is made of 
a heavy cotton cloth, is in the French 
shape, is drawn up to cover the round 
bolster, and no pillows aro used ever 
when tho bed is arranged for the night, 
Tho edgo of the cloth is cut in large 
scallops finished with 9 Jeep buttonholo 
stitch in silks of the sl. .ces of the flow- 
er, and this flower is also embroidered 
in some artistic manner upon the cover. 
A deep flounce of heavy lace falls from 
under the scalloped edge, 

Pincushion and bureau covers are em- 
broidered in the same flower, and the 
towels that hang inside the white wash- 
stand have the monograms in the same 
shades, The bedsteads are of brass, and 
the rest of the furniture is white, Dainty 
muslin curtains tied back with ribbons 
of the proper hue hang at the windows. 
Even the bric-a-brac in these beautiful 


rooms correspond in color, and on the 
walls, framed in white, are etchings or 
soft water colors—sometimes these latter 
are clusters of the room's flower, In the 
guests’ rooms eyen the writing tables 
boast exquisite china accessories that 
are decorated with the flower, Each 
room is called by the name of its flower 
—tho “violet,” “clover,” “golden rod,” 
“wild rose” or “chrysanthemum” room, 

To carry out in detail the foregoing a 
somewhat heavy purse ia necessary, and 
thero are many pleasant homes where 
less expensive decorations are desirable. 
It is surprising to seo how attractive 
simple rooms can be made by the aid of 
flowered cheesecloth, deal boxes and a 
little ingennity. For the iron bedstead, 
painted white, a French cover can be 
made of the cheesecloth, with a valance 
of the same material. A large box forms 
the dressing table, This is covered with 
cheesecloth, a deep rnfile forming tho 
front and sides, the top being plain... A 
strong board a few inches wide and 
about four feet high should be nailed in 
the conter at the back of the box in an 
upright position, and to the top of the 
board may be fastened a small crossbar 
extending out over the dressing table. 
Irom the top of the board to the two 
back corners of the box the cheesecloth 
is to be draped so as to form a triangle 
and conceal the board. Another long 
piece of tho cloth edged with lace on one 
side is thrown over the crossbar, falling 
below the sides of the table and forming 
a small canopy. A square mirror, its 
frame coyered with folds of the cheese- 
cloth, should be hung diagonally on the 
board at the back. 

Pine shelves made like a simple book- 
case and painted white provide a place 
for the usual contents of bureau draw- 
ers, and before these are hung curtains 
of cheesecloth. The washstand may con- 
sist of a white table, but it would be a 
mistake to drape this in any way with 
the cloth, as it would soon assume a be- 
draggled appearance if water was spilled 
upon it. White muslin curtains tied 
back with ribbon to match the flower on 
the cheescloth should hang at the win- 
dows, A rocking chair,three or four other 
chairs, a small writing table, a neat mat- 
ting on the floor, and the walls simply pa- 
pered or painted in tints that harmonize 
with the general coloring completea room 
where any one with an easy conscience 
might delight to rest.

ORDER OF CHOSEN FRIENDS. 


The ninth annual meeting of tho Grand 
Council of the Canadian Order of Chosen 
Friends waa held in Toronto last week, 
‘Thvce hundred delegates from al) parte of 
prince were present. During the year the 
2,700 approved applications were received, 
and 65 new councils organized, the total 
membership atthe end of the year being 
11,869, composed of 8,636 males and 2,733 
females; the net smount of insurances 
carried by the same js $14,460,250 There 
was collected during the year in the relief 
fund department $101,789.92; 65 deaths |, 
took place in the ordér on which were paid 
the sum of $73.500 The total amount paid 
out in death claimse and benefits since organ- 
ization amounts to $250,000, The rererve 
fund of the Crder has reached $100,000, of 
which $50,000 bas been invested in Domin- 
ion Goveraments eccurities, There were 
only five calla in the sick benefit department 
for the year From the Grand. Recorder's 
report it ig shown that there are now 342 
subordinate ccurcila in the organization, 
with a membership of over 12,000, Since 
the beginning of the year there have been 
fourteen councils organized and the prospects 
for the future of tho society are very 
encouraging. The next annual meeting will 
be held at Hamilton.

8¥.1, By those figures corn has a littlo 
over four times the value of potatoes, On 
the basis of digestible organic matter 
roots have 17.16 pounds and corn 78,87, 
or more than one-fifth the value of corn- 
meal. On account of the superior orse of 
digestion of potatces it is not unlikely that 
the old-tlme estimate that four pounds 
of potatoes equalled one of corn is not far 
outof the way, ond itis more probable 
that Prof. Henry’s trials, which show tbat 
Something more than four pounds for | 
one is raquired, is very closo to the truth, 
As cornmeal solls now for $16 a ton, pota: 
toos would havo to sell for less than $4 
per ton to he equally as cheap an animal 
food. A little less than $4 per ton moans 
about 12 cents a bushel for potatoes, a 
Sum not far from that previously stated.

COMB HONEY PRODUCTION. 


Statements Mado at the North Amorican 
Beekeeper'’s Convention, 

In a paper having for its subject the 
production of comb honey, R. F, Holter- 
man said before the conyention of North 
American Beekeepers at Chicago many 
things of general interest. He advised 
as regards locality a place where the 
honey flow is heavy rather than pro- 
longed. In the face of great diversity of 
opinion, he hazarded the belief that any 
material variation from the depth of the 
Langstroth isa mistake. A super with 
section holders, consisting of two sides 
and a bottom bar with separators, a fol- 
lower and a wedge, was his preference, 

Sections should be 4} inches square, 
The thickness is a disputed question. 
In Canada nearly all the beekeepers 
use sections 1$ inches thick. In the 
United States the thicker sections are 
used—seyen to the foot—or 1} inches, 
He believed the tendency was toward 
thinner sections, Regarding bees, their 
comb building characteristics and honey 
gathering qualities must be looked after, 
instead of their individual beauty, Ho 
took issue with the statement that colo- 
nies could be too strong early in the sea- 
son. If a colony became crowded too 
early to put on sections, he would put 
on an extracting super until the time ar- 
rived for putting on sections. The sec- 
tions should be filled with full sheets of 
light foundation. 

Mr. Holterman said that no one who 
wishes to raiso comb honey to perfection 


- will ever care to provent swarming en- 


tirely. Swarms should be hived on the 
old stands upon very narrow strips 
(starters) of foundation or. else upon 
full sheets of foundation, Which shall 
be used depends upon the locality, If it 
is where there is danger of pollen being 
carried into the sections, then full sheets 
of foundation should be used. When 
starters are used, one day should be al- 
lowed to elapse before the sections are 
putin place, When swarms are hived 
on starters, they are likely to build some 
drone comb, especially if the queen is 
old, 

Mr. Holterman did not consider it 
practicable torequeen the colonies before 
the swarming season, He would allow 
the bees to build such combs as they 
might, taking great care to rear all 
queens from the best stock, and then in 
the fall put the bees upon good combs, 
if they had failed to build good ones, and 
feed them sugar for winter stores. The 
combs remoyed can be sorted over and 
those having drone comb patched up 
with pieces of worker comb, or else they 
may bo melted into wax. He gave no 
upward yentilation. He advised shade 


upon the top and even the sides of the 
hives, Tho use of the bee escapes wag 
advised. Mr. Holtermman worked for 
comb honey until tho season was near 
its end, then turned his attention to the 


production of extracted honey.

In 
this manuer the burden of repetition 
falls upon the heaviest portions, and on 
the final playing through from the first 
wonderful results will have been found 
to have been accomplished without any 
of that repulsion which the mind feela 
toward ponderous difficulty. 

To one who is both a vocal and instru- 
mental musician the difficulty of keeping 
up tivo such rich and distinct lines of | 
action is especially great. 

Still there are many ways of uniting 
the two so as to keep both up with com- 
paratively small expenditure of time. A 
in The Musical Courier makes 
these suggestions: linger exercise may 
be made yocal exercise as well. With 
care and attention both finger and throat 
muscles may be drilled at onee without 
doing harm to either, Rest may be had 
from heavy instrumental work by a yo- 
cal exe’ ind yice versa, and by sep- 
arating difficulties those of each depart- 
ment may be united for the good of tha 
two. 

tn playing one’s own accompaniment, 
for example, there is much time and vi- 
tality wasted by playing and singing to- 
gether at sight before the technical diffi-

Time, words and accompaniment 
should be learned independently and 
mado individually yerfect before being 
united.

Next learn the accompaniment thor- 
oughly—which means thoroughly, In 
uniting do not attemptall at once, Play 
the accompaniment, reading the melody; 
next speak the words in connection with 
the playing; next sing the syllable “la” 
with the accompaniment; lastly, unite 
accompaniment, words and song. The 
result will be astonishing to the most in- 
different. It makes atrayesty ona song 
to rush into it unprepared, 


cellent practice in uniting melody and 
accompaniment, and giving a compre- 
hensiveness of grasp that is invaluable.

HINDOO TRICKS. 


THE OCCULT MYSTERIES OF THE 
BASKET TRICK LAID BARE. 


Mugic Without Mahatmas—Very Simple 


Methods Used to Produce the Marvels at 
Which Generations of Visitors to India 


Havo Weld Up Their Hands in Wonder, 


Tho credit for the exposure of the oc 
cult art of Indin Delongs to A, Kdwin 
Hood, a nephew of Hon. Henry Wallan- 
tiny, Jato American Consul to Bombay, 

Mr. Rood has lived many years in In- 


characters and per 
formances of the fakirs, 

He won tholr confide 
company of thom to go with him on a 
voyage around the world giving exhibi- 
tions of thoir magic. They had great suc 
cess everywhere before crowned hoads and 
heads that wero not crowned, 

Butheis sick of the business. ‘Tho 
fakira became cantankerou and muti- 
niod two or threo times. They are hard to 
manige outside of thelr own country,

and Mr. Rood is the only man who has 
evor succeeded in doing anything with 
them. ‘They struck recently in New York, 
all but the faithful Nathoo, and so Mr, 
Rood concluded to go out of the business. 

That is why he happens to be in Boston 
at presont, and the other evening at 281 
Columbus ayenue he removed the veil 
from Indian cccultism for the benefit of 
a Globe artist and reporter. 

First Nathoo performed the tricks, and 
after he had left the room, Mr. Rood re- 
peated them and showed the hoous-pocus 
in each. Mr. Rood says that the reason 
why the Hindoos are such expert palm- 
sters is that their hands are formed un- 
like those of any other human beings, the 
base of the thumb boing so large and 
high that thoy can hold any article in the 
palm, froma pear to an egg, without 
contracting a muscle, so that whon the 
back of the hand is turned toward you 
it is impossible to see that any article js 
concealed in tho palm. 

Tho first performance was one that has 
always been a poser to the amatour jug- 
gler. It was the famous trick of cutting 
and burning theturban, Only in this 
case the turban was a very long strip of 
muslin cloth. 

Nathoo first cut several pieces about 5 
inches long from one end. Then the 
strip was folded, and he appeared to out 
through the folds, thus making three or 
four pieces of tho strip, 

In reality, however, as Mr. Rood subse- 
quently showed, be only cut off a small 
piece of each end, Bat in order to accom - 
plish this he gave the cloth a twist which 
brought the endin the desired position 
to be removed. 

As the small pieces were cut off they 
were secured by a knot, which gaye tho

Mr. and Mrs, Rood thon hold an ordi- 
nary white shoot for Nathoo to perform 
his popcorn trick on, “Any sheot will 
do,’’ sal Mrs. Rood in an asido, when 
Nathoo soomed digsatisfod with a pleco 
of black oloth, 

He thon throw some driod corn upon 
tho shoet, ond taking the “‘suplee,’’ 
which somewhat rosomblos m dustpan, ho 
began stirrinthe corn, all the while 
reposting his incantations 

Apparently the corn began to Pop, and 
Mr. Rood subsoquently showed that Na 
thoo's ‘‘suplee'’ had a double botttom (2), 
by opening which tho nicely pepped corn 
which had previously been placed thero 
cue out upon the sheet, 

Nathoo was immensely tickled by tho 
success of this trick. 

Ho then treated tho 
miraculous appesrance 
bits, d this is the 
miracle:— 

‘Lwo rabbits were placed in a small 
cloth bag (1), loosely tied therein and put 
on tho floor, ‘he small baskot (3) was 
then placed bofora Nathoo, who pat upon 
it his rahmsamee, or god, mado out of 
cloth and leathor, and resembling a cross 
botween a crocodile and a bootjack. 

This little god is very efficacious in 
Hindoo occultism, and should never be 
Jeft out. 

Aftor putting it on tho basket, Nathoo 
Spread a small cloth over both, and then, 
after chanting s hymna, he removed the 
basket with his left hand, with the cloth 
Stull ovor it, and while calling attention 
to the fact thatthe rahmsameo is still 
thero, he deftly picks up the bag contain- 
ing the rabbits with the hand which 
holds the basket, bringing them around

in front of him, quickly remoyes the rab- 
bits from tho bag, places them under tho 
basket, throws aside the cloth in which 
the bag is concealed, lifis the basket and 
astonishes his spectators with tho sight of 
tho rabbits 

The hubble bubbls, or Hindoo boat 
mystery, came next, This is not a trick, 
exactly, buta very good illustration of 
the natural action of air and water, which 
greatly puzzled Mr. Rood for a long time, 
An ordinary cocoanut shel! is hollowed 
out froma small aperture at the eye, 
having a hole about one-sixteenth of an 
inch in diameter and about 2 inches 
from the aperture. A chair rung about 2 
inches in clreumference and 8 inches long 
has a hole one-sixteenth of an inch in di- 
ameter drilled lengthwise through the 
center. Figure 4 representa & small boat 
18 inches long, about 5 inches wide and 2 
inches deep, with ao small hole bored 
through the side near the bottom (figure 
(5). A small seat bar isat one end in 
which is drilled a hole large enough to 
allow the chair rung to fit tightly. 

The cocoanut Is first tilled with water, 
ania finger is kept over the holo in the 
sido, ‘hen one end of the chair rung is 
Insorted in the cocoanut and the other 
end is inserted tightly inthe seat bar 
aperture, and the boat is filled with wa- 
tor. At intervals of a few seconds the ac- 
tion of the waterand air will throw a 
stream from the sma}! hole in the side ot 
the cocoanut into the boat, 

It appears to flow and stop atthe will 
of the juggler, for he regulates his com- 
mands according to the time necessary. 

‘The “dancing duck’’ trick which fol- 
lowed has often defied detection. Figura 
1 in cut shows a half cocoanut supported 
by three stones, Nathoo filled this with 
water and soon a small duck (figure 2) 
appeared on tho surface, and at his com- 
mand bowed and danced to the beating 
of a small tomtom, 


A horse hair fastened with wax to tho 


duck’s breast, and passing down through 
a pinhole in the bottom of the cocoanut 
(figure 8) was the simple means by 
which Nathoo made the duck dance. He 
held it with the hand that beat the tom- 
tom 

After this came tho famous mango 
trick, of which every one has heard. It 
looked yery strange aud mysterious, but 
the oxplanation makes one feel Ate kick- 
ing himself for nut haying discovered it 
himself, 

After a moment's incantation, he lifted 
the basket to one sido, raised the cloth, 
and showed in the earth a small, green 
sprout, which he had quickly put there by 
his clever palming,. 

The pot was again covered with tho 
cloth, and Nathoo prayed some more to 
his little god, played on his hornpipe, 
beat his tomtom, grasped a small bag, in 
which the mango bush was concealod, 
brought it around in front of him, re- 
moved the bag, struck the bush Into the 
earth, took away tho cloth cover, and 
there was the miracle right boforo us. 

It was exasperatingly simple when Mr, 
Rood later took the trick yery slowly. 

Nathoo'’s last ‘‘miraclo’’ was tho great 
basket mystery, which ho successfully 
performed with Mr. Rood's assistance. 
This is said to be porformod by tho ald 
of the mahatmas, and in India ts _consid- 
erod nothing short of supernatural, 

This trick consists in putting a man 
into a net, in which he is tightly tlod, 
and thon laid across the top of a basket, 
about 8 feet long, 18 inches wido and 2 
feot deep. 

A shoot is thon placed over all, and 

within ten seconds the net is thrown out 
from underneath the sheet, in which is 
Inclosed tho turban of tho juggler, who 
has apparently disappeared from tho bas 
Kot, 
; A momont later the cover of the baskot 
js romoyed by tho conjurer who is por 
forming the trick, and who, aftor ar- 
ranging tho shoot loosely over tho baskot, 
stamps on it and sits down on tb, Aftor 
this he gots up, places tho lid on tho bas- 
ket, binds 1b tightly with ropos, and then 
with a sharp stick or swerd plercos tho 
basket violonsly on ll sides, through a 
smal! holo in tho center of tho top. WVhia

= Quality of Corn Fod 

There are many causes for variation 
in the fodder mado by growing corn, 
somo of them pe: ning to the way it is 
grown, and others to the skill, or want 
of skill, shown in curing it, Corn that 
is grown so thickly that its stalks are 
thin and white is as nearly worthless as 
such feed can be grown. It has little 
sweetness and not cnongh nutrition to 
keep anything in good condition. For 
fodder alone corn must be grown so 
thinly that nearly every stallc will have 
anubbin on it. 

The stalks from field corn that has 
borne a crop of ears have more nutrition 
than the average of corn thickly sown 
grown for fodder alone. Sweet corn 
stalks are better than those of the ordi- 
nary field variety. This may in part be 
owing to the fact that roasting ears are 
picked‘early, and as the leaves continue 
‘to gather more sweetness it goes into the 
stalk after the green cars have been re- 
moved. Plucking green ears from ordi- 
nary field corn makes tho stalks richer,

SUBSTITUTES FOR HAY, 


Tho Importance of Cornstalks and Straw 
For Stock Feeding. 

Professor E. B. Voorhees of the New 
Jersey agricultural experiment station, 
in a bulletin on cornstalks and straw as 
hay substitutes, furnishes some valuable 
information to farmers and answers tho 
ever recurring query as to the proper 
use of cornstalks and straw for stock 
feeding. As Professor Voorhees explains, 
one reason why corn fodder and straw 
have a low feeding valuo is that they are 
coarse foods, They must be made finer 
before they are fed. To obtain the best 
results they should be fined by being 
run through a cutter and softened either 
by mixing with roots and grain or steam- 
ed or dampened with hot water. It may 
safely be said that univss these things 
aro dono it will be impossible to obtain 
the full feeding value of these coarse 
foods. The saving of three tons of hay 
in a season will pay all tho cost of cut 
ting and softening stalls and straw. 

Attention is called in this bulletin to 
statements made by the French minis- 
ter of agriculture: “It is an error to sup- 
pose that animals on the farm are con- 
demned tosuffer or perish if the hay crop 
fails, for there are countries where horses 
and cattle never receive any hay, and 
these countries are renowned for their 
cattle.” He gives the following nutri- 
tive equivalents for cattle: One hundred 
pounds of good average hay can be re- 
placed by 170 pounds of oat straw, 237 
pounds of wheat straw, 150 pounds of 
oat chaff, 198 pounds of wheat chaff and 
145 pounds of potatoes.” It must be re- 
membered that while these products in 
the quantities given may furnish the 
equivalent of nutrition, it does not fol- 
low that they would serve equally well 
in maintaining life if fed alone, A good 
feed is not equally good for all purposes, 
and even animals of the same kind differ 
in their capacity for using feeds, In 
England great progress has been made 
in feeding methods, The cut hay, straw 
and other coarss products are mixed with 
sliced roots, the feeds added, the whol 
mass thoroughly mixed and allowed to 
remuin some time before feeding. This 
method doubtless adds to both the palata- 
bility and digestibility of the foods. 

Professor Voorhees gives a number of 
rations for dairy cows, horses and fat- 
tening steers, but these are not intended 
as positive rules. Animals must be fed 
as individuals, with peculiarities of ap- 
petite, digestion and assimilation, not as 
fixed machines, The remark is made 
that where stock is kept clover hay 
should not be sold from the farm, The 
importance of retaining the crops on the 
farm or exchanging their value for com- 
inercial fertilizers should be well under- 
stood. Both cattle and horses will gain 
in weight on liberal rations of clover hay. 
For young and growing stock, as calves 
and colts, linseed meal, bran and mid- 
dlings are the best additions to the réugh 
fodders, stalks and straw, in the way of 
feeds, as tlfey are rich in the muscle and 
bone forming constituents. The amounts 
required should be adjusted by the feed- 
er according to the age of the animals,

A DESIRABLE MODERN BARN, 


[t Is Constructed on a Plan Which Insures 
Keonomy of Labor. 

A New England farmer, who is inter- 
ested in the subject and has inspected a 


large number of barns in several states, 


| 


gives the benefit of lis observations and 
experience to others through the col- 
umns of The Farm Journal. He says: 
In most instances I have been pleased 
to note a growing demand for conven- 
iences and ce that will house a larger 
proportion of stock or crops tothesquare 
yard of roof surface than has been done 
by fhe shelters raised by our forefathers, 
Tho determination is also manifest to 
protect the manure heaps as well as 
stock and implements, After giving 
much thonght to the subject I have 
drawn a plan of some features which the 
modern model should contain, with 
greater or less modifications. It does 
not embrace everything, and yet for 
dairying and stock feeding -its main 
features are invaluable, as it saves time 
and labor without being more expensive 
than if it were built after the old time 
plans. 
Nothing is said in relation as to how 
the stables are to be divided. This isa 
subject which each man must decide for 
himself, according to the stock, crops 
aud local conditions. It will be found 
usually most satisfactory to keep the 
horses and cow or sheep stalls in long 
rows on the first floor, and clear the sta- 
bles after the stock has been turned ont 
by opening trapdoors into the pit below. 
A very successful farmer whom I visited 
in Dutchess county, N. Y., has the ma- 
nure hauled out and spread every day in 
the year, excepting when overdriven 
during harvest. During this time the 
inanure is left in the pit and got out for 
top dressing mowings directly after the 
rush. Where the splendid economy of 
daily drawing is practicable it is possi- 
ble to construct chutes or troughs just 
beneath the trapdbors which will hold 
from one to ten loads, according to the 
amount of stock kept, and which can be 
made to discharge their contents into a 
Wegon after it has backed under them.

Mhe oily secretions emanating from the 
isllicles of the hair probably assist this 
action by gathering up the fine particles 
of extraneous dust and scales from the 
skin and thus enabling the hair to retain 
them, so to speak, in the grasp of its cu- 
rious system of brushes. Every moye- 
ment of the hair, however produced, must 
tond to set the particles sticking upon it 
in motion, and as we have already sten 
that motion can be in only one direction,

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Wood Pulp Paper. 

A most economical result has attended 
‘he recent improved processes in manufac- 
turing wood pulp for paper, contrasting 
singularly with the fact that, years ayo, 
purchasers of sprucewood for pulp were 
inclined to pay larger prices for smooth, 
clear material than for any other descrip- 
tion, it being customary in those days to 
spend much time in boring out the knots 
before grinding the wood into pulp. Now, 
however, it is found that the whole sub- 
stance, knots and all, can best be ground 
up, and then, the specific gravity of the 
knots being so muct iter than that of 
the av sink to the bottom

department, has examined the contents 
of the stomachs of hawks, owls, crows, 
blackbirds, and other birds which are 
commonly accounted to be the greatest 
enemies of farmers and farming. His ro- 
port shows that 75 per cent. of the food 
of those birds was found to bo fleld mico, 
grasshoppers, crickets, oto., which are in- 
Vy paltely more injurious to farm crops than 
hey. Thecharge against crows is that 
7 thoy eat cori and destroy oggs, poultry 
_ and wild birds, Tho examination of Dr, 
_ Merriam showed that while 26 por cent. 
of the food of the crow is corn, it is 
‘mostly waste corn picked up in winter 
& and fall, and that the shells of Rs aro 
gaten too limited extent for the limo. 
Crows cat noxious insects and destructive 
apimals, ants, bectles, caterpillars, bugs, 
files, grubs, oto., which doa great dam- 
gee to crops. The cuckoo {s also found to

We should grow flowers when we make 
o flower garden. Hayo enough of them to 
make it worth the effort. I sympathize 
with the man who likes sunflowers. 
Thore is enough of them to be {worth 
looking at. ‘They fill the eye. Now show 
this man ten square feet of pinks, or as- 
ters, or daisies, all growing free and easy, 
and he will toll you that he Iikes them, 
All this has a particular application to 
the farmor, He grows potatoes and buok- 
wheat and woods by tho acre; two or 
three unhappy pinks or goraniums are 
not enough to make an impression,

McGaughey, and Jas, Climie, Of the char- 
ter members Dr: Newton and A, H, Mc- 
Gaughoy ore atill active membera of the 
lodge resident in Deseronto, Of the twenty- 
four other members who joined on the night 
of institution or during the term ending 
June let, 1878, three still rsmain members, 
viz: Wm, Patterson, John Stuart and A.A. 
Richardson, Among somo of the first 
members wore H. B, Sherwood, Wdward 
Patterson, Wm, Jamieson and Robt Suther- 
Innd, Tho first officers were: J, Newton,

OUR MANITOULIN LETTER, 

Manitowaning has become quite a summer 
resort, many visitors coming from Detroit 
and other American vitice, also from Wind: | 
sor and points aa far cart as Toronto, One 
of the hojels has ample acsommodation for 
from fifty to seventy-flye guests, The 
Principal attraction here is the splendid bass 
and speckled trout fishing which is fouad in 
the emall lakes and viyers near the village, 
The Indian village of Wekwenikong is also 
On attraction. ‘his is the largest reserve on 
the Island, the population being about 
1,200. Hero tacy have an industrial school 
where about eixty Indian and half breed 
children are taught. Some of the children 
come from other reserves on the Island and 
the north shore of Lake Huron. There is 
also a convent school where girls are taught 
the attendance being ubout fifty, The 
sisters have charge of the girls’ school and 
the boys are taught by n society of brothers, 
the whole being under charge of the Roman 
Catholic church, ‘Lhe children make very 
little progress in learning the Woglish 
language as very few of the teachers speak 
Hnugligh themselves, Some of the brothers 
are engaged in teaching different trades such 
4s shoemaking, blacksmithing, carpentering 
end bont building, A few of them are also 
trying to teach the Indians how to farm, but 
*o far thoy have made very little progresa 
{on farming, hia reserve. has about 22,000 
acres aud the government intend having it 
surveyed this year and laid out in farm Lote, 
thus giving each Indian farm, hoping that 
by this means they can induce the Indians 
to take more interest in farming. Ae it ia 
now most of the Indians epend their summer 
in fishing and picking blue berries, 
Some of the young men gu to the north 
shore and find employment in the different 
saw mills, while the squaws fill in their 
time and make considerable money in mak- 
iog table mata from birch bark and Indian 
hay, alco floor rats. canoe and baskets and 
many other fancy articlee, ornamented with 
porcupine quille, which they find ao ready 
tale for in the villages and to tourists during 
the excursion season, In winter a great 
many of che Indisus move thoir families into 
the Codar bueh where they arc employed in 
manufacturing ties and takiog out eaw loge. 
Tho saw logu are taken to Wekweniskong 
where the ISrothers have a saw mill and cat 
the lumber on shares for the Indians, Io 
this way the Indiaus gets what lumber they 
require for his own-use, the church getting 
the other half. The tics they deliver on 
the lake shore to be shipped from there by 
bout. It is amusing to one who ie unaccus- 
tomed to their ways to ace them hauling 
their tics to the beach with their rude sleighs 
Or junipers. Some have ponies others a 
single ox, while occasionally one can be seen 
hauling two or three ties at a time with his 
dog tenm, They moetly work in companies; 
the company generally consists of father, 
sons and sons-in law, and other relatives 
One of the company owns the pony or ox; 
he drawa the timber the others manufacture 
them, When settling day comes the who 
draws gots hia price for drawing, the manu. 
facturers got their pay for making them, 
thon the camp supplies haye to be paid for, 
they each know how much they have to pay 
for; but the buyer must do the dividing of 
the money as they will not truet each other 
to handle their money, Some of them have 
the old fashioned wigwam, othera build com- 
fortable camps and take their whole families 
and stock with them. A rough shelter is 
sometimes made of bush and coyered over 
with their fishing boat enil for their ponies, 
This has been a very severe winter with the 
Indians on account of the scarcity of hay; 
many of their ponies have not been stabied 
thie winter but have bad to brow!) for thoir 
living and they are in very poor condition, 
and many of.them have died for want of

Now that the snow ia gone and the ico fa 
unsate for crossing it is with groat difficulty 
that the maila are got over to tho island from 
the north shore, Lhe mail cariier is now 
crossing with his dog team, but io afew 
days he will have to drag a emall boat with 
him, as the distance is twelve miles it is & 
easy task, go that the inhabitunts are all 
anxiously awaiting the opening of navigation 
and many are speculating on the arrival of 
the first boat, which arrived Inst year on 
the firat of May, 

The Islanders are groatly ploased over the 
prospecte of having railway connections 
with the C. P, R, and the prospects are that 
it will bo built this year, ‘The distance by 
rail from Little Current to Welwood on tho 
**Soo” branch of the C, P. R, is only forty 
miles and the road has already been eurvey- 
ed, Thecharter is held by o firm of New 
York capitalista and it is intended that work 
will bo started at once, hia railway will 
bon great bonefit to the Islanders ; as itis 
nowthey have no means of disposing of 
thoir tock or produce after the boate atop 
running in November untill they commence 
running again in May ond as this railway 
will run through a great lamboring district 
it will enable them to get their supplies from 
tho farmers on the Island. -Voyaanrurs,

WATER GUARDS THE PRISONEA. 


Employed to Give the Alarm Ina New Cell 
for Prisons. 

There {son exhibition in this city a 
model of a cell for prisons from which a 
oriminal would find it practically impos- 
sible to attempt an escapo without giv- 
Ing an alarm that would bring the guard 
rushing to his door before cither the look 
on the door or the steel tubss of which 
the coll is composed were broken or oven 
cracked, ‘Tho protection is not afforded 
primarily by olootricity, although cleo- 
tricity playsa part in the dovico, Tho 
chief protective agent is water, which 
fills overy Jongth and overy joint in the 
stool tubes forming the entire cell, Tho 
wator js maintained jn tho tubes at a cor- 
tuln prossure, indicated on a gauge In tho 
watchman's room, and the slightest do- 
oreaso in pressuro of this wator, such as 
would be mado by tho cracking of a tube, 
so that no more than a ouble Inch of wa- 
ter could escape, would release the pointer 
on tho gauge, allowing it to turn silghtly 
and thus mako an electrical conneotion 
swith an oleoctrio boll, he bell then rings 
continuously until tho olrouit is broken 
by tho watohinan.
